“ No a& of the legiflative body thall be confidered 
as a law, if it is not made by the reprefentatives o 
the nation; freely and legally elected, and if it is not 
fanctioned by the King. 

“ The judiciary power fhall in no cafe be exerci-+ 
fed by the King nor the legiflative body ; but juftice 
fhall be adminiftered in the name of the King, only 
by the tribpnals eftablifhed by the law, according to 
the principle of the conftitution, and according to 
forms determined by the law.”

o The Gabelle is to be totally fuppreffed, as, foom 
as an equivalent tax fhall be concerted and fixed with 
the Provincial Affemblies. In the niean tite, it thall 
be fold in the magazines at fix fols (three pence) a+ 
pound,. without any augmentation of the price in 
thofe provinces where it has been fold at a lower rate. 
No officer fhall enter into aay houfe under pretence 
of fearching.”’
